and Kogan were refused registration in the CP* 


On July 29, 1950, the Grand Jury, Southern District 
of Few York, indicted Abrahaa Brothnan and Klriaa Boskovita 
on conspiracy to obstruct Justice in test they, together «ith 
Barry Gold, a co-conspirator but not a defendant, agreed on 
a fictitious explanation of their association with each other 
and divers other persons in violation of Title IB, Section 
B8 (1946 edition), V*S* Code* A second count charged BrothB®® 
vith elllfully influencing Gold to give false testinpny befoare 
a Grand Jury on July 31, 1947, in violation of Title 18, 
Section 241 (1946 edition), D«6« Code* 


On Kovenber 22, 1950, the Trial Jury, Southern 
District of Few York, found Brothman and Uoskowltz guilty of 
the above counts* On Fovenber 28, 1950, Prothman vas sentenced 
to two years and $10,000 find for conspiracy to obstruct 
Justice and five years and $5,000 fine on the intinidation of 
s vitness count, iioskovitz vas sentenced to tvo years 


prisonnent and $10,000 fine for conspiracy to obstruct Justiee>^ 
Oh July 26, 1951, the United States Court of Appeals, Second J 
Circuit, affimed the conviction of Brothman and Uoskovitz on 
the conspiracy to obstruct Justice count, but reversed tbe 
conviction of Brothman on the count of tbe Indictment charging 
Brothman vltb intimidation of a vltness. Brothman vas imprisoned 
but vas released on Fovember 5, 1952. h'oskovitz vas confined 
at the Federal Reformatory lor Women, Alderson, West Virginia, ‘ 
fron June 22, 1951, to September 17, 1952. When released sbe 
began making monthly prvnents on her ?ine.
